Former Bellevue Pastor Well- 

Known Here For Political 

And Dramatic Activities. 

The death at Hanna last week 
of the Rev. W. H. Irwin came as 
a distinct shock to his numer¬ 
ous acquaintances in Coleman. 
The former United church min¬ 
ister in Bellevue was well known 
in Coleman due to his active in¬ 
terest in the political and dra¬ 
matic fields. 

He contested the Pincher 
Creek-Crow’s Nest constituency 
under the C.C.F. banner in 1944, 
losing out to the incumbent 
member, E. O. Duke, Social 
Credit. His ventures into the 
world of drama were far more 
successful and many of Cole¬ 
man’s theatre lovers will have 
pleasant recollections of the 
fine performances staged in the 
old Community Hall by the 
Bellevue group under Rev 
Irwin’s direction. 

He was about 68 years of age 
and had been in poor health for 
some time. Had he lived he 
would have retired from the 
ministry this year. 

The late Mr. Irwin was born 
in Ontario, it is believed near 
Clinton, Ont., where his mother 
last lived. Prior to church union 
he was a minister of the Meth¬ 
odist church. 

In South Pulpits 

In the Lethbridge Presbytery 
for nearly 20 years, Mr. Irwin 
had occupied pulpits at Mac- 
leod and Taber prior to moving 
to First United church in the 
city in 1932. He remained here 
until 1940 at which time he 
moved to the Bellevue pastor- 
age. In 1946 he went to Hanna 
where he was living at the time 
of his death. 

While in Lethbridge the late 
Mr. Irwin was noted for his 
great interest in the social pro¬ 
gram of the church and in the 
bettering of the individual. He 
was the Alberta Conference 
secretary of the Evangelism and 
Social Service department for 
many years. He served a term 
as president of the Lethbridge 
Ministerial Association. 

Surviving is his widow, in 
Hanna; two sons, Bob of Clin¬ 
ton, Ont., and Bill of Bellevue: 
and a daughter Marion, a 
teacher in Hanna. Another 
daughter, Evelyn predeceased 
her father in 1940.

Mental Hygiene- 
Guidance Clinic To 
Visit Pass Replarly 

Guidance clincs were first es¬ 
tablished in Alberta on a part 
time basis in 1928. These are 
now being established as full 
time clincs. At present there 
are two in Alberta, one in Ed¬ 
monton and one in Calgary. The 
one in Edmonton travels to var¬ 
ious towns in the central and 
northern part of the province, 
while the one In Calgary visits 
centers in the south of the pro¬ 
vince. 

These clinics are under the 
Mental Health Division of the 
Provincial Department of 
Health. It is hoped that when 
sufficient trained staff is avail¬ 
able, there will be five such 
clinics in Alberta. The travel¬ 
ling portion of the clinic con¬ 
sists of a psychiatrist, psycholo¬ 
gist and a social worker. 

The work of the clinic con¬ 
sists of the examination of chil¬ 
dren of pre-school age and 
school age with a view to help¬ 
ing them to make a better ad¬ 
justment. Adults seeking ad¬ 
vice about nervous and emo¬ 
tional problems are also seen. 
The clinic also carries on public 
educatioin in the Mental Hy¬ 
giene field. 

It is planned, at present, that 
the Crow’s Nest Pass area will 
be visited once every two 
months. Anyone desiring to take 
advantage of this free Provin¬ 
cial Government service can ar¬ 
range an appointment through 
Mr. Hoyle, the principal of the 
school or through their family 
doctor. Dates for the first Pass 
visit have not yet been set. 


Controversy Rages 
Over C.N.P. Trans 
Canada Route 

Proponents of Northern 
Route Rap Progress on 
Highway Via Southern In¬ 
terprovincial. 

(Lethbridge Herald' 
President McFarland of the 
Southern Trans Canada High¬ 
way Association, proponents of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass route, put 
the matter in its proper light 
the other day. He said that 
there should be no quarrel 
about routes, that if there are 
three feasible routes they 
should all be built and that 
there should be a network of 
highways connecting them and 
the American border. That will 
come in time. In the meantime 
work is proceeding on the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia and Alberta high¬ 
ways which will connect at 
Crow’s Nest and which will 
serve most people, both resi¬ 
dents and tourists. That is the 
Crow’s Nest route which tra¬ 
verses the irrigated sections of 
South Alberta, the Crow’s Nest 
and the East Kootenay coal 
fields, the West Kootenay base 
.metal area, the southern ends 
of the great fruit valleys of the 
interior and then on to the 
Fraser River Valley and Van¬ 
couver. It’s the short route 
closest to the 49th parallel 
across which most of our tour¬ 
ists come, and it’s the winter 
route easiest to keep open. We 
are satisfied the Southern route 
will be all connected up at 
Crow’s Nest for a hard-surfaced 
highway from Vancouver to the 
western Saskatchewan border 
by 1950, or by 1951 at the latest, 
and it will be done without any 
bickering about whether it is to 
be considered the official Trans- 
Canada route or not. It will be 
one of them no matter what 
efforts may be made to put the 
official stamp on one of the 
northern routes 
No one begrudges Edmonton 
a Trans-Canada highway But 
no Trans-Canada highway 
should be built through any sec¬ 
tion to the detriment of any 
other section.

He said the Pincher Creek gas 
field was “proved incompletely de¬ 
veloped”, with a potential of 500,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet, and estimated 
reserves at Medicine Hat at 415,000,-

Public officials rarely get 
credit for their achievements 
and still less plaudits for their 
general efforts on behalf of the 
community they were elected to 
serve. 

The brickbats are many and 
varied but the bouquets are us¬ 
ually reserved for that solemn 
occasion when the public ser¬ 
vant is gently laid to rest 
among the flowers and his 
dreams of civic betterment. 

We sometimes wonder if the 
average ratepayer is aware of 
the special time and effort 
these men devote to the solu¬ 
tion of problems that confront 
the community. 

Ours is the privilege and op¬ 
portunity to observe these lead¬ 
ers at the tasks of comunity 
leadership and the effect, at 
least, on us, is both inspiring 
and revealing. 

At the last meeting of Cole¬ 
man's town council we were 
particularly impressed by the 
multiple avenues of so¬ 
lution being explored by the 
members as they wrestled with 
the contentious sewerage prob¬ 
lem in the downtown and ad¬ 
jacent areas. 

No stones were left unturned 
as they initiated the primary 
plan toward final defeat of this 
serious threat to Coleman’s 
health and welfare. 

The main stumbling-blocks 
are the varied details suround- 
ing a fair and equitable distri¬ 
bution of the costs involved in 
this vital operation. 

When the petition is finally 
presented to those concerned 
they may rest assured that it 
is based on the fairest consid¬ 
erations that are humanly pos¬ 
sible. 

“A Plague on both their Houses” 

Whenever the Capulets of 
Calgary or the Montagues Qf 
Edmonton get involved in an 
argument over the respective 
merits of the two cities the re¬ 
sult is invariably ludicrous. 

The recnt outbursts of petu¬ 
lant anger from the Capital 
City press over the reported de¬ 
cision to drop the Yellowhead 
Pass route in favor of a more 
southerly location for the im¬ 
pending completion of a Trans- 
Canada highway are glaring ex¬ 
amples of this asinine and mis¬ 
placed devotion to civic pres¬ 
tige. 

In a recent editorial, the Ed¬ 
monton Bulletin confined its 
childish reaction to a disparag¬ 
ing summary of Calgary’s geo¬ 
graphic unsuitability as a major 
"klaxon stop” along the nation¬ 
al highway. We hold no brief 
for either side in this long 
standing feud and the answer 
to the Bulletin’s blast was pro¬ 
bably forthcoming from the 
Calgary camp in short order 
and equally devoid of construc¬ 
tive criticism. 

What concerns those of us 
who live along the route of the 
Southern Inter-Provincial high¬ 
way, now nearing completion, is 
the complete ignorance of this 
road in the Edmonton writer’s 
diatribe. 

The historic features of the 
old southern highway, its long 
standing record of service to 
motorists as the only link with 
the Pacific Coast, prior to the 
completion of the Big Bend 
route, were either ignored or 
tactfully omitted in the Bullet¬ 
in’s infantile analysis' of a 
trans-continental highway’s re¬ 
quirements. 

One of its weirdest claims was 
that concerning population. It 
would appear that some of that 
oil gushing out of the earth at 
nearby Leduc has spilled over 
and coated the Bulletin’s statis¬ 
tical records when it makes the 
glaring mistake of stating that 
a Northern road would serve 
the majority of Western popu¬ 
lation. The fact that Edmonton 
has a larger population than 
Calgary is only of miner sign¬ 
ificance to the projection of a 
national highway from Coast 
to Coast. 

From the Rockies to the 
shores of the Pacific the bulk 
of the population and most of 
the industrial and agricultural 
centres are strung out along the 


route of the Southern Inter- 
Provincial highway. 

Its about time these petty 
pen - pushers with one - track 
minds got wise to the simple 
facts that form the base of a 
truly national attitude to a na¬ 
tional problem. 

The South does not dispute 
Edmonton’s right to present its 
case —or that of Calgary’s—but 
let the briefs be submitted on 
the pure basis of what is best 
for the entire West, and not on 
the sandy grounds of parochial 
interests. 

IS COAL ON THE WAY OUT 

(Fernie Free Press) 

The announcement made a 
few days ago by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway that one hun¬ 
dred locomotives are to be im¬ 
mediately converted to oil¬ 
burning eqiupment, should be 
viewed with great alarm by the 
people, and particularly the 
miners, of this city and district 
While the change-over may not 
have any immediate effect in 
Fernie, and probably may not 
be felt generally in the mining 
industry for some time, the 
writing is on the wall, that this 
southern British Columbia ex¬ 
periment may be only the be¬ 
ginning of complete conversion 
from coal to oil. 

Coal production is the life 
blood of this community; other 
remaining industries of the city 
and district would not support 
the present population. Let us 
then look to4;he future and be 
wide awake to meet the pend¬ 
ing situation with an open 
mind. Change over from coal to 
oil on these one hundred loco¬ 
motives has been ordered after 
long consideration by the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway com¬ 
pany; this company has long 
been watching the upward 
swing in rising costs of coal 
production, ^rhich in turn has 
“upped” the price of fuel to 
that company and to every 
other industry and home using 
coal. The point has bSin reach¬ 
ed where the railway is taking 
steps, not only from the coal 
angle, but every angle, to econ¬ 
omize on operation costs so that 
it does not function at a loss. 

Locomotives burn a tremend¬ 
ous amount of fuel and the loss 
of supplying one hundred of 
these engines with coal repre¬ 
sents thousands of tons of 
“lost” coal, and in turn hun¬ 
dreds of hours of lost labour. 
Oil producers and natural gas 


companies are out to compete 
against coal—the locomotives 
can use oil for fuel, and homes 
and industries can use gas—and 
there are unlimited supplies of 
both commodities in Alberta, 
according to recent surveys. 
Lack of ample supplies for con¬ 
structing pipe-lines is all that 
is holding back the natural gas 
companies from extending their 
facilities, but this is only a 
temporary set back— they are 
after the business, and are go¬ 
ing to compete with coal pro¬ 
ducers the minute pipe-line 
supplies become more plentiful. 

Let us mention again that 
the present experiment of coal- 
to-oil conversion on the one 
hundred C.P.R. locomotives is 
just that, but if the railway 
company decides to convert the 
.entire system to oil, what will 
happen to the coal industry? 
What will happen to miners’ 
jobs? What will happen to this 
city? 

Commenting* editorially on 
the present U.M.W.A. wage ne¬ 
gotiatings in Calgary, the Cal¬ 
gary Albertan has this to say, 
in part: “Alberta coal mines 
are in immediate danger q£ 
losing many of their best mar¬ 
kets, and if they are to survive 
it can only by maintaining the 
greatest efficiency and economy 
in operations”. What applies to 
Alberta applies also to British 
Columbia. It would appear, 
therefore, that economy in the 
cost of coal production is the 
answer to retaining markets.

MOTORISTS TO HAVE NEW 
AUTO RATES IN 1949 

Changes in automobile rates, 
effective January 1, 1949, were 
announced by the Western Can¬ 
ada Insurance Underwriters’ 
Association. 

New Preferred Rating 

However a new preferred rat¬ 
ing will be given to those per¬ 
sons in the pleasure driver cate¬ 
gory where there are not more 
than two drivers in the insur¬ 
eds household, neither of whom 
are under twenty-five years of 
age. Despite the general trend 
to increased rates, these per¬ 
sons coming within the prefer¬ 
red classes will pay no more, 


and, in some cases, less than 
last year for Bodily Injury and 
Property Damage insurance. 

Slightly Higher Rates 

Those persons falling into the 
present pleasure class, not qual¬ 
ifying for preferred treatment 
as above, as well as owners using 
their automobiles for business 
purposes, will pay slightly more 
next year. 

Collision Damage Higher 

A most unfavorable loss ex¬ 
perience has developed under 
Collision Damage and rates for 
all classes of driver. 

Fire and Theft rates are un¬ 
changed for private passen¬ 
ger cars. 


Causes of Increase 

The principal factors affect¬ 
ing automobile insurance rates 
are frequency of accident, sev¬ 
erity of accident and cost of re¬ 
pairs. 

The increase in rates can 
largely be attributed to: 

1. Larger Claims: Increased 
cost in medical and surgical 
care. 

2. Higher verdicts: Court ver¬ 
dicts show a sharp upward 
trend. 

3. Rising Prices: Increased 
cost of labor and materials. 

4. New Design: Fenders in¬ 
clude headlights, tail lights and 
a substantial portion of the 
body. Fancy grill work and elim¬ 
ination of running boards all 
make for higher repair bills. 

5 The increased number of 
motor vehicles in operation.

Rev. Dr. R. Magowan 
To Retire In June 

Rev. R. Magowan Will Com¬ 
plete 33 Years Service at 
Termination of Present 
Ministry. 

Last week’s announcement to 
the annual meeting of St. Paul’s 
congregation by the Rev. R. 
Magowan that he planned to re¬ 
tire from the active ministry in 
June will see the completion of 
thirty-three years service to the 
Church in Alberta by this vet¬ 
eran leader of Coleman’s United 
church activties. 

He came to Alberta in 1916 
after graduating from the Man¬ 
itoba College in Winnipeg where 
he secured the Arts degree in 
1911 and followed with the de¬ 
gree of Theology in 1914. His 


first call was to the Weston 
church in Winnipeg, remaining 
there for two years prior to be¬ 
ing called to occupy the pulpit 
at Calgary’s Hillhurst Presby¬ 
terian church, now Hillhurst 
United. 

He tended the Hillhurst con¬ 
gregation for nine years then 
accepted a call to the Memorial 
United church at Medicine Hat. 

He returned to Calgary in 
1929 to assume leadership of St 
Paul’s United in that city and 
remained there until 1936 when 
he was called to Pincher Creek. 
He served there until called to 
the pulpit of the First United 
Church in Lethbridge where he 
ministered until coming to 
Coleman in 1946. 

Rev. Magowan has made no 
definite plans concerning his 
retirement although it is likely 
that he will reside in Calgary.

Four Youngsters In Miracul¬ 
ous Brush With Death Two 
Still Under Observation. 

Four Coleman tots had a 
miraculous escape from death 
at 1 p.m. yesterday when the 
tobaggan they were riding 
was struck by the Coleman • 
Meat Market light delivery 
truck, driven by Roddy Blinn. 
The accident occurred on 4th 
Street at the intersection 
near Holy Ghost Church. The 
truck was proceeding north 
across the intersection when 
the toboggan came hurtljng 
down the steep 4th street hill 
and streaked right into the 
truck's path.
